GERMANMAS TOYS
BEING SOLD HERE

Government Report Shows
Playthings Worth Thousands

Find Market in America.

German toys worth hundreds ot
thousands of dollars are on the Amer¬
ican Christmas market, according to
Government report* here today.
Figures at the Department of Com¬

merce showed that German dolls and
toys valued at >515.000 were Imported
during September and October, lm
ports during November and Decem¬
ber are expected to swell this total
by anothr million.
That Germany 1s losing no time In

her efforts to secure a foothold In
American markets, is shown by other
imports during October, as compared
with September. During October, Im¬
ports from Germany totaled 11,167,-
608. an increase of half a million
dollars over September. During Oc¬
tober, 19H. imports from Germany
amounted to only $85,417 .

Furs, toya, silk, andx sugar beet se«d

were the principal commodities Im¬
ported.
The total values of these commodi¬

ties were: Furs, $450,000; tops, $220,-000; silk, $99,083; sugar beet seed,$809,867.
Exports to Germany from thi»coun»

try during October more than doubled
as compared with the previous month.
In October, exports totaled 20.663,-
521, as compared with $8,836,693 for
September. There were no exports
to Germany during October, 1916, be¬
cause of the war.
Of the exports during October, $12,-

000,000 consisted of meat and dairy
products. Cotton took up another five
and a half millions. Other commodi¬
ties exported were: Petroleum Jelly,$17,447; coal. $111,000; cocoa. 60,273;
knit goods, $22,000; fertilizer, $186,000;
canned fish, $51,000; machinery, $100,-
000; leather, $95,000: soap, $121,000;
vegetables, $30,000.

m WAITRESSES I
MUST REMAIN OUT

Places of Strikers Being Filled
At Government

Dormitories.

"I consider the act* of the wait¬
resses as a piece of uncalled for In¬
subordination started by several
girls," said Leroy K. Sherman. Di¬
rector of the United States Housing
Bureau today, when asked about the
strike of fifty waitresses employed
in the Government hotels for war

workers. He declared that the bureau
backed up Miss Harlean James, gen¬
eral manager of the hotels, in every
step she hrfd taken thus far.
The waitresses walksd out at 7:20

yesterday morning, just as breakfast
was being served. The walk-out
came as a result of an order issued
by Miss James which prohibited
waitresses from sitting down any
time during meal hours.

Yesterday morning a spokesman (or
the waitresses visited Miss Junu and
told her of the attitude of the girls.
Miss James told them the order would
be enforced. The girls then left the
dining room. Most of them today are
seeking places to live.

Girls living in the dormitories vol¬
unteered as waitresses, while others
waited upon themselves. The hotel
dining rooms were practically a
cafeterie today and yesterJay.
The waitresses had been receiving

$40 a month and room and board. They
worked about five or six hours a day.
Eight of the waitresses refueed to

strike yesterday. It is understood
that two of the girls have families
dependent upon them two ha** Just
taken positions, but the reasons for
the others remaining could not bo
learned.
None of the white women who

went on strike will be given their
positions back. Miss James declared
today. She also stated that their
positions axe being rapidly filled to-
day by colored women. She predict¬
ed that by nightfall all of the Job*
would be taken.
